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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitation "proprietary" added to claim 1, and related "not readable ... lacking a proprietary feature" added 
to claim 1 1 , has not been considered in combination with all of the other claims that depend from claims 1 and 1 1 . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments regarding the references lack of 
teaching of "proprietary" is not convincing; definitions of proprietary include exclusively owned or private, and is not further limited by the 
specification (page 15 line 11). Examiner maintains that the description of vendor specific hardware in the first reference, and a system 
protected by a patent in the other reference, is the same as exclusively owned or private, and therefore these have an interface that is 
proprietary. The arguments that authentication codes are required because the interface is non-proprietary is not convincing, the 
authentication codes may be considered a part of the interface and may result in the interface being proprietary. Applicants claimed 
interface only requires some "feature" (page 13 lines 18-23), preferrably but not necessarily a physical feature (page 14 lines 6-11), and 
further the feature may be only in data manipulation (page 15 lines 1-4). Examiner maintains that the authentication codes argued are a 
part of the interface, and thus'determine trust as recited. 
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
